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TIME—A FACTOR IN THE SUCCESSFUL TREATMENT 
OF DISEASE 


A. F. Stephens, M. D., St. Louis, Mo. 


A major factor in the satisfactory, and successful treat- 
ment of disease, especially in those diseases we designate as 
chronic, is that of time. 


A pathological state which has existed for a long period 
of time, or that has been long in making its appearance cannot 
be changed into a normal, physiological one by leaving out the 
element of time required to make the change. 


To illustrate, if one has moved in any direction from a 
given point and wishes to return, the time necessary to reach 
it will be in direct ratio to the distance traveled and time con- 
sumed in the process minus the difference between wrong liv- 
ing and right living plus drug influence. To further illustrate, 
let us consider the disorders of the digestive apparatus, which 
are most prevalent, perhaps, of all disorders of the body. A 
stomach that has been abused for years and is much impaired, 
cannot be expected to perform its normal functions at once 
under whatever treatment adopted; but only gradually, and 
by persisent care can it be induced to return to its normal state 
weakened power by the most rigid observance of the basic laws 
of its being, can we hope to succeed in our efforts to restore it 
to a normal condition. Therefore, he, be he physician or pa- 
tient, who thinks there is a ‘‘short cut’’ to health is doomed to 
disappointment. A bowel that has been neglected through half 
a lifetime, becomes paretic and refuses to d oits work as in- 
tended, may not be expected to resume its normal action on 
the spur of the moment. Can one believe that a liver which 
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has been forced to work overtime in order to carry the burden 
of intemperance cast upon it by its owner and is thereby dis- 
eased will resume its normal attitude immediately? Or the 
kidneys, whose duty it is to eliminate the normal waste of the 
organism, changed structurally because of the excessive labor 
forced upon them through excesses in diet, will they respond 
at once to any remedy? There is no organ in the body that is 
not liable to suffer because of the sins of its possessor, and not 
one of them that has felt the drudgery that kills will respond 
immdeiately to any treatment once it 1s diseased. 


To secure satisfactory results in treatment two things are 
essential; one is a return to the simple, normal methods of liv- 
ing, together with whatever aid the physician can lend; the 
other is time to reconstruct the organ affected. If either of 
these are left out of the calculation absolute failure will fol- 
low. There is no royal road to health, no short cut to a return 
to the point of departure from physiological functioning. He 
who can be made to realize that ‘‘time works wonders,’’ and 
must be reckoned with, has started upon the way to recovery, 
provided he also realizes the absolute necessity for right liv- 
ing. Though the way be long and tedious, and strewn with 
numerous stumbling blocks along its course, yet will he reach 
at last, the end aimed at. It is only when the tissue changes 


have become exceeding grave that hope need be lost and dis- 
appointment take its place. 


I have long since recognized that time is a major factor in 
the treatment of disease, and when patients who have trav- 
eled at headlong speed on the downward path present them- 
selves to me in search of health, no promise of success is vouch- 
safed them unless they agree to accept my aid at slow speed. 
Usually, however, upon a plain statement of fact a patient will 
readily agree to recognize the factor for he perceives the 
philosophy of the argument and will consent to the dictum that 
time is of the greatest importance in the treatment. 


Who would promise a speedy cure to a syphilitic? Who 
but a charlatan would promise quick relief from the pangs of 
a worn-out stomach; or a hasty escape from the discomfort of a 
paretic bowel, the consequences of a diseased liver? A devel- 
oping nephritis is not checked by an impulse. 


To disregard the great factor of time in the treatment of 


disease is to court disaster. Discouragement and failure await 
all who do not take note of it. 
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DYSMENORRHOEA 
P. M. Welbourn, M. D., Los Angeles 


(Read before the Los Angeles County Eclectic Medical 
Society. ) 


Dysmenorrhoea is defined as painful menstruation. From 
60 to 70 per cent of women suffer more or less pain and dis- 
comfort at the time of menstruation but unless she suffers suf- 
ficiently to be confined to her bed or to interfere with her usual 
activities we do call such a condition dysmenorrhoea. 


The character of the pain varies in different individuals. 
In some cases being referred to the hypogastric region when 
it is Sharp and ‘‘doubling-up’’ in character and is usually asso- 
clated with shooting pains round the hips and down the inner 
side of the thigh along the course of the obturator perve. In 
other cases the patient is more listless and lies down, owing to 
the intense pain in the sacral region, which she describes ‘‘as if 
the back would break in two.’’ Or, again, the pain may be lim- 
ited to one or both iliac regions—the position to which ovarian 
pain is referred and is described as dull and aching. 


Dysmenorrhoea may be the result of either constitutional 
or local conditions. The constitutional causes are mainly pre- 
disposing and are either malnutrition or neurosis. In malnu- 
trition the patient shows general debility and the uterus may 
be smaller than normal. Overworked or underfed girls living 
in unhealthy and unsanitary environment are liable to this 
type. The neurotic type is found in overworked girls—but 
overworked mentally instead of physically—such as school girls 
and teachers, and in those of indolent habits who will later in 
life be prone to hysteria. Change of environment will be the 
first requirement in these cases together with proper food, ex- 
ercise, fresh air and such medicinal agents as may be indicated 
from time to time. The local causes may be classified as 
(1) Pelvie Congestion, (2) Faults of Conformation, (3) Faults 
of Position, (4) Pelvic Inflammation; or perhaps a better classi- 
fication would be (1) Neuralgic, (2) Inflammatory, (3) Mechan- 
ical. 

The neuralgie type may occur at any age, but more com- 
monly after 30 years in the unmarried or in married women 
who have never borne children. It is more often observed in 
delicate nervous women but the opposite disposition is not 
exempt. 

Symptoms: The period is usually preceded by several 
days of impaired health with constipation, loss of appetite, per- 
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haps nausea, languor, headache, irritability accompanied by fits 
of hysterical weeping. The pain may begin a few hours before 
the flow or not until the flow appears. The pains are sharp, 
darting, in the region of uterus then in ovaries, back or thighs 
—sometimes worse in lumbo sacral region. The breasts may be 
painful. During discharge the pains may be very severe and 
expulsive. Rarely there is any febrile excitement, although 
the pulse may be quickened, skin harsh, dry and cold. The 
discharge at first may be in drops then becomes free and pain 
ceases. Again may have slight gushes, each discharge being 
accompanied with pain, or there may be clots or fibrinous 
shreds. Occasionally the flow continues for a day or so, stops, 
and then reappears for a short time. All pain ceases when the 
flow stops and the patient is well between periods. A woman 
may have this type just once, or it may be habitual, or every 
other time, or only occasionally ; it may vary as to severity of 
pain, or may recur after excitement, nervous strain, ete. 


Treatment: If vascular excitement at beginning of flow 
begin four—six days before expected time with Pulsatilla, 
Macrotys aa3ss—water gs 31V—Sig. 37 four times a day and 
continue until pain ceases. Repeat every month. When pains 
are tensive or bearing down, add Viburnum. Give Nux Vom- 
ica for ‘‘uterine colic,’’ when patient is prostrated with feeble 
circulation, pallid, sallow skin and nausea, and combined with 
Macrotys, Caulophyllum or Dioscorea. You may find indica- 
tions for Gelsemium if there is scanty urination with flushed 
face and bright eyes. Belladonna—profuse urination with dull- 
ness and drowsiness. Rhus—burning pain and frontal head- 
ache. Apis—burning with itching. Ignatia—severe chill and 
coldness of extremities. Collinsonia—tensive tearing pain 
about rectum. Lobelia—precordial oppression, difficult respira- 
tion, with full rigid pelvic tissues. Sometimes the suffering is 
so intense as to necessitate the use of opiates but usually this 
can be avoided by increasing dosage as inn the following: 
BR Macrotys 3} Viburnum qtt XX. Water q. s. 37f. Sig. 3f 
every fifteen minutes in hot water until relieved—or you may 
give this: I Howe’s Black Haw Cordial 3ss. Water qs37f. 
Sig. 37 every fifteen minutes in hot water until relieved then 
once every one or two hours as necessary. 


In the inflammatory type the symptoms during the period 
are somewhat like the neuralgic type, but during interval pain 
is present and, of course, affects the general health more. 
Sometimes this type is called ‘‘psuedo-membraneous,’’ as there 
is usually expulsion of shreds and casts of plastic lymph, which 
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aggravates the suffering and is similar to labor pains. The fe! 
diagnosis will depend upon the history of intermenstrual pains. 
The diagnosis will depend upon the history of intermenstrual 
pain and upon examination of the uterus all the signs of in- ‘a 
flammation will be found. In the neuralgic type the pain a 
ceases or is greatly diminished when the flow becomes estab- a 
lished, but in the inflammatory the pain is continuous. The ff 
treatment during the period is the same as the preceding, but 
the inflammation must be treated during the intervals. In 
both types the severe pain may be relieved to a certain extent 
by local means, such as hot vaginal douches, hot packs, and j 
such applications to the lower abdomen as libradol, turpentine all 
stupes, etc. If possible of application the galvanic current will alt 
be found of great benefit as it hastens and increases the flow, ia 
which usually means relief. ia 
In the mechanical type there is present some obstruction 
to the escape of the menstrual products. This may be a stric- he 
ture of the canal of the cervix at the internal or external os 
due to anatomical changes, which may be either developmental 
or due to cicatrization after inflammation or fibroid induration. 
There may be a ‘‘Spasmodic Dysmenorrhoea,’’ due to spas- 
modic contractions of the muscle. In eases of under-develop- 
ment of the uterus, where the uterine canal is narrow and walls 
rigid the swelling of the endometrium that precedes and ac- 
companies menstruation may lead to pain, and in such cases 
usually have acute flexation, either forward or backward, with 
stenosis of the internal os. This is sometimes called ‘*Obstruc- 
tive Dysmenorrhoea,’’ which would imply retention of men- 
strual products behind the obstruction, but we seldom find 
such a condition. The pain is probably due to painful contrac- 
tions, especially when there is marked flexion—and resembles 
labor pains and are referred to the back. However, sometimes 
there is no pain in marked flexions. Prolapse and retroversion an 
are sometimes associated with dysmenorrhoea, and pain is prob- 
ably due to congestion—the return of venous blood being hin- Hh 
dered. The pain is more constant when this condition is ac- 
companied with prolapse of the ovaries—when we get typical 
Ovarian pain added. In a patient giving a history of pain since a 
beginning of menstrual life we expect stenosis of some portion ‘i 
of the uterine canal—if pain began later in life but is always Me 
present at every menstrual period with history of a fall or in- 
jury, then we expect a displacement. In examination if a 
uterine sound is introduced when it reaches the internal os a 
patient will complain of the usual menstrual pain—in back or i 
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hypogastrium. The treatment is plainly indicated—if stenosis 
—dilate by electrical current or graduated bougie. If dis- 
placement the treatment is surgical, but in this instance there 
is usually more or less inflammation present, which calls for the 
usual medicinal and electrical treatment. 


TURNER’S BLACK OIL 


Mercury, one ounce, by weight. 

Nitric Acid, one ounce, by measure. 

Mix together in an open earthen jar, out in the open 
air, as it is liable to explode. Let it stand until it is through 
cutting. Now add, British Oil two ounces, Spike Oil two 
ounces, Stir gently, every couple of hours, for about fifteen 
hours. Now add, Spirits of Turpentine, two ounces. Stir 
well. Place the whole in an uncorked bottle, leaving the 
cork out or sitting lightly on top, as it sometimes boils over, 
or if the cork were placed in the bottle tight, it is lable to 
blow it out. 

Now it is ready for use. As follows: 

Wounds that do not heal readily, burns, of the second 
and third degrees. Any surfact that becomes denuded, and 
will not heal. 

Clean the surface with Peroxide, if it be a deep wound, 
inject Peroxide, with a small syringe, enough to keep the 
pus cleared away. 

Apply lightly with a camel’s hair brush. Then a very light 
coat of White Vaseline, next cover the surface with thin layers 
of absorbent cotton. 

A new dressing should be applied every day. I have 
treated numbers of cases with the above, as directed, and had 
satisfactory results. 

I will cite two cases: No. 1.—Female, worked in a shoe 
factory, she was cleaning a cement container, this cement is 
used in the factories. It ignited, she was burned from the 
elbows to the end of the fingers, blistering to the 2nd degree, 
the integument, pealing off entirely. 

A month’s treatment as above, and she was able to use her 
hands a little, the new skin being quite red, thin, dry and 
glistening. 

Light application of the Vaseline were made a couple of 
times a day, and the new surface gradually became hardened 
and she went to work after a couple of months. Though this 
new surface remained tender and sensitive for quite awhile. 

Case 2 —Adult man, working in a dye house, fell and

stuck his arm to the elbow into a large bucket of hot soap, 
blistering the arm clear to the finger tips, leaving it raw. 


The above treatment was followed, with satisfactory re- 


sults. Many smaller cases have been treated in this manner, 
with satisfactory results. 


I believe that if I were treating an infant, I should re- 


duce it in strength, by adding a small amount of British and 
Spike oils.

We use the word blackmail ad- 
visedly, because with such lawyers there is no expectation of 
successfully prosecuting the suit because they realize fully in 
the beginnnig that their client has no case. But they also 
realize fully that the average doctor will contribute something 
in order to avoid the notoriety of a lawsuit wherein is attacked 
his professional reputation. It is a personal matter with the 
doctor. 

The following excerpt is from the report of James Taylor 
Lewis, counsel for the New York State Medical Society, pub- 
lished in the New York State Journal, and covers the work for 
the year 1914. It contains much food for thought if the reader 
will compare the cases cited with his own work for the period 
given. It conclusively shows that the only reason each of us 
is not burdened with half a dozen malpractice suits, is because 
the majority of our patients are honorable. 

1. The defendant in this action was called to account 
by a patient who suffered with severe pains and weakness in 
her stomach and bowels. He was held responsible because 
it was claimed he had made a wrong diagnosis and subjected 
her unnecessarily to surgical operation, and she finally had 
a miscarriage. 

2. Your counsel was brought into this case as adviser 
in an action wherein a woman sued the defendant for his 
negligence in taking care of her in childbirth, during which 
she had severe complications. The defendant’s attorney is 
a resident of the county where the action was brought, and 
the hospital where the woman was cared for is also made a 
defendant. This case will probably be tried within the next 
month or two. 


3. This action is brought against a very well-known sur- 
geon, and the claim against him for negligence is that while 
he turned to bandage a finger his patient fell to the floor and 
broke his nose. The situation presented here is rather amus- 
ing than otherwise, and is is extremely doubtful if the case 
will ever actually come to trial, although the attorney now 
seems to be quit insistent about it. 


4. This action pertains to a case of a seven-year-old boy 
who was found by the doctor to be suffering from septic in- 
fection in the abdominal cavity. The doctor advised immedi- 
ate operation, which the parents declined. Counsel was se- 
cured from a nearby city, and an operation again demanded. 
A series of abscesses developed in various parts of the body, 
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one in the hip, where trouble was encountered. The doctor has 
not yet been sued and no application blank has been sought, 


but your counsel has examined the statement of the doctor | 


and advised him as to his future course. 


5. This action is against a member of the Society and 
against one of the hospitals of New York City. The patient 
came to the hospital and was placed under the attending sur- 
geon’s care in that hospital. The allegations are that the 
plaintiff complained of tri-facial neuralgia, and that during 
unlawfully strapped by the arms and legs and locked in a 
room. This case is not one strictly within the retainer of 
your counsel, but is one that should be defended by the Society 
because it is an absolutely unwarranted attack. 


6. This case is one charging the doctor was careless in 
the delivery of a child. The doctor found his patient suffering 
from heart trouble, and he was obliged to apply forceps, and 
the delivery resulted in a perineal tear. Without warning 
the patient’s condition became grave a short time after the 
delivery, and she dies. Her husband begins a action for 
loss of services and loss of consortium. 

7. This action was presented in two complaints, and it 
was claimed that the plaintiff’s leg was fractured and the 
bones of his feet dislocated. The plaintiff claims that he was 
taken to a hospital and was there treated by one of the doc- 
tors ‘‘employed as a surgeon by the said hospital,’’ and it is 
claimed that the doctor was negligent in dressing the plain- 


tiff’s foot in a workmanlike manner, and that the plaintiff — 


was permanently injured and crippled. 

8. This action was brought again a physician for the 
therapeutic misuse of the X-rays. The plaintiff contends in 
his complaint that the defendant guaranteed that no harm 
or injury would result from his treatment, and that no mark 
or disfiguration would appear after such treatment, and she 
claims that she was disfigured on the left side of her face 
and that she is damaged in the sum of $20,000. 

9. The plaintiff in this action claims that he received 
injuries to his left leg and knee, and that he employed the 
defendant to take care of him, but that the doctor failed 
to use proper appliances and took care of the leg and knee 
so heedlessly that the tendons, ligaments and muscles of his 
leg, which had been separated, remained separated, and that 
they now have shortened to such an extent as to render the 
leg ‘‘practically useless.’’ It is claimed that the defendant’s 
carelessness also caused running sores to appear on the leg, 
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from which he suffered and still continues to suffer. There 
does not seem to be much anxiety on the part of the plaintiff’s 


attorney to try this case, although of course he may determine 
to do so. 


10.—This action arises from a doctor having begun an 
action against his patient to recover for his services. The 
action was brought in the Municipal Court in New York Coun- 
ty by another attorney, and as soon as the malpractice fea- 
ture was set up your counsel was called in and has now taken 
charge of the case. The questions involved in this case relate 
to an operation on the eye. The attorney who originally 
brought the action remains connected with the case, but when 


the action is tried your counsel will be required to take charge 
of it. | 


11. In this action the only process of the court which 
has been served is the summons. Your counsel has served a 
notice of appearance, and although the same was served last 
July, no complaint has yet been received. The statement in 
the case shows that a child was taken ill after eating some 
unfit material, but by reason of the fact that no complaint 
has been served, it is impossible to state exactly what the 
plaintiff may claim, A motion to dismiss will be made soon. 

12. This action was begun to recover for damages against 
a doctor who, it was alleged, was careless and negligent in 
taking care of a broken leg. There are two defendants in 
this action. The chief claim of the plaintiff is that the doc- 
tors improperly wired the bones of the leg in such a way that 
the muscles became torn and inflamed. In the judgment of 
your counsel there is not a semblance of a case against these 
doctors. 

13. This action was brought against a physician, and 
incident to it the plaintiff’s counsel suggests that the State 
Society should not defend him because he is the doctor for 
a lodge. I can see no reason for any such contention, and have 
appeared for the doctor and served his answer. The action 
is based upon an allegation that the patient has a malforma- 
tion of the wrist and that he was not properly cared for. 

14. In this case your counsel has been asked to act as 
adviser in a controversy with a Health Department. An ap- 
plication blank was signed and the case referred to me. The 
question involved was one in which a doctor was criticised 
for not establishing a strict quarantine in a diphtheria case, 
and it was contended that one of the pupils in a school con- 


tracted the disease. Your counsel will take such part in it 
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as he is able, but the local attorney for the defendant wil] 
doubtless look after the case. | | 

15. This is an action brought against a defendant in 
which it is charged that he was careless and negligent in 
operating on a goitre, which the plaintiff alleges consisted in 
eutting the neck and tying both the superior and inferior 
arteries so as to keep the blood supply from the glands. The 
patient was given medication which the plaintiff claims also 
was improper and unskillful. The plaintiff clams that she was 
badly searred, and that she was not given a general anes- 
thetic and unnecessarily subjected to pain. 


16. This case refers to the carelessness of a doctor inci- 
dent to the setting of a woman’s wrist, and the claim, as 
evidenced by the lawyer’s communication, is that the patient 
has a malformation of the wrist and that she is unable to 
attend to her housebold duties. Your counsel wrote to the 
doctor that it was necessary for him to apply for malpractice 
defence and to send a detailed story of the case, but evi- 
dently the action has never been begun because no applica- 
tion blank has been filed with your counsel. 


17. This action was introduced by a letter from an at- 
torney in which he says: ‘‘Rather than give this matter the 
notoriety of a lawsuit, and feeling that you are deserving of 
better treatment than to be sued, I ask that you send your 
legal representative to call upon me,’’ etc., etc. The matter 
referred to it the letter was a broken leg, and as the doctor has 
not applied for defence, and so far as your counsel knows no 
action has been begun, it is presumed that the courteous at- 
torney has taken no further steps. 

18. This action was brought to recover $10,000 on behalf 
of an infant. The basis of the complaint is that the doctor, 
without any cause, cut away and removed from the plaintiff 
a part of his tonsil and part of his soft palate and all of his 
uvula, but that he did remove his adenoids, and that he was 
therefore negligent in both respects. The attorney in this case 
states a separate cause of action in addition to the above, in 
which he says that the removal of the soft palate and the 
uvula was entirely unnecessary. This case will probably be 
tried in a few weeks. | 

19. This action is based upon a secondary operation for 
Hallux Valgus. The gentleman who came in to discuss this 
case with me, while once a lawyer, is no longer one, the Ap- 
pellate Division having considered that his official connection 
with the court should be terminated. It was claimed that 
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another surgeon had criticised the doctor’s work, and in an- 
swer to a frank inquiry by the proposed defendant, the second 
surgeon wrote a very reassuring and convincing letter; and 
while it is possible that some shyster might get hold of this 
case, a recovery 1s impossible. I am watching with a good 
deal of interest the further progress of the case, because I 
believe it is one where prosecution should be undertaken. I 
eannot go further with the description of this case at this time, 
but if any development appears in it, your counsel will take 


active part in the matter, perhaps in another branch of the 
court. 


20. This action is one brought by the father of a de- 
ceased child, wherein the plaintiff claims that the doctor was 
careless in his diagnosis of a case of diphtheria. It is claimed 
that the doctor failed in his diagnosis absolutely, and conse- 
quently did not give the child proper attention and medica- 
tion. The amount demanded in this case is $10,000. 


21. The plaintiff in this action complains that the doctor 
was called upon to examine, and if necessary, operate upon 
the decedent for a falling of the womb, and that finally he did 
actually perform an operation on the decedent. It is claimed 
that the patient was not in a physical condition to undergo 
it. It is charged, incident to this case, that the doctor in his 
operation cut and severed the decedent’s blatter,- wih the 
result that the patient eventually died. 

22. This action is based upon a claim that the doctor 
undertook to, and did perform a surgical operation on the 
plaintiff, a woman, and the complaint in the action is so ab- 
solutely general that one would hardly know whether it was 
an extraction of a tooth or the removal of an appendix com- 
plained of. The report of the hospital where the woman was 
operated on shows that at the time of the operation she was 
suffering from a ruptured ectopic pregnancy. 

23. This case has gone no further than the threat, and 
while your counsel has written to the doctor that it was 
necessary for him to apply for defence, no such application 
has been made. The case refers to a piece of gauze found 
in a wound after operation. Who put it there, no one seems 
to know. Not the defendant. — 

, 24. In this case your counsel has been called in con- 


sultation and for advice. It is claimed that the defendant — 


was especially called in to operate on a lacerated perineum, 
and that while he was engaged in doing that it is claimed he 
also removed an ovary and tube and the appendix, and that 
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he also anchored the uterus of the plaintiff, and that for these 
abdominal operations he had no authority and was therefore 
guilty of assault. The claim is for $25,000, and your counsel 
will be invited to take part in the trial. 


25. This action was brought to recover for what the 
plaintiff claims was negligence in treating a wrist, while she 
contended she had broken. The doctor advised X-ray exam- 
ination, which was neglected, and after several weeks or 
months the patient again visited the doctor, and he found 
her suffering from some rheumatic condition about this wrist, 
but the patient has no desire, evidently, to go on with the case. 


26. This action was based upon a claim made by the 
patient that, having broken off a needle in her hand, she 
called on the defendant to locate the needle. The defendant 
insisted that it was necessary, in order to find it, to take an 
X-ray picture, which was done. The needle was found. In 
the midst of the operation, under a local anaesthetic, the 
patient suddenly snatched away the rubber bandage and left 
the doctor’s office, saying she was going home. The defend- 
ant is a very well-known, careful operator, and the action of 
the patient has rendered any chance of her recovery abso- 
lutely nil. 

27. The basis of this action is that the doctor having 
written a prescription for a two per cent solution of nitrate 
of silver, was given by the parents and furnished by the drug- 
gist with a twenty per cent solution to be used on a new-born 
infant’s eye at birth. As this case has not yet been disposed 
of, it will not be discussed. 

28. This action was begun by simply serving a summons 
with notice on the defendant. A notice of appearance was 
served by me, but no complaint has ever been served. I have 
written two letters in reference to this case, but the plaintiff 
has never served a complaint, and for that reason I prefer 
not to discuss the facts in this case In any way. 

29. In this case the plaintiff applied for treatment at 
a skin and cancer hospital, as it appears he had done several 
times before, and that there was assigned to him for treat- 
ment a doctor who is the defendant in this action. The plain- 
tiff claims that in removing bandages around the plaintiff’s 
thigh and around his head, the doctor was careless and negli- 
gent, and that by reason of his acts new and other wounds 
were opened which bled and caused the patient to suffer un- 
necessarily, and also required him to expend large sums of 
money to be cured of the physical ailments caused by the 
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negligence of the defendant. 


30. This action was begun by a doctor bringing suit for 
his bill. The suit was based upon employment to set the 
broken jaw of a little child who had been run over in the 
street by a wagon, and presented one of the most difficult 
situations that your counsel has been called upon to observe. 
The result was perfect, although the jaw was broken into 
three parts. This case was tried in the Municipal Court with- 
out a jury, and the judge certified the case back to a jury for 
trial because he was unable to fix the amount of the doctor’s 
bill. The case finally resulted in a judgment for the doctor’ S 
bill being consented to, and the case ended. 


ol. This action was begun because this defendant also 
wanted to collect his bill in one of the inferior courts, and the 
patient thereupon set up as a defence the malpractice of the 
doctor. The claim made in defence of the doctor’s bill was 
that he neglected to properly set a fracture of the wrist. 


32. In June of last year application was made in a per- 
sonal letter to your counsel accompanying a letter from a 
lawyer threatening suit. The practice criticised by the pa- 
tient evidently was in connection with a fracture of the elbow. 
It seemed that the doctor’s care was the best possible, and 
all your counsel was required to do was to suggest a letter 
which was written to the lawyer, notifying him that he and his 
client would be held personally responsible for any unwar- 
ranted attack upon the doctor’s professional conduct. Up to 
date that has ended the proposed litigation. 

33. This case was practically reached for trial, but on 
account of your counsel’s engagements was marked ‘‘off the 
ealendar,’’ and has never been restored. The basis of the 
complaint is that the infant plaintiff had disintegrated tonsils 
and adenoids, and that an operation was performed, and the 
plaintiff claims that gauze or other material was left in the 
infant’s air passages and after two or three months was 
coughed out. Your counsel believes that he never had pre- 
sented to him a more absurd contention. 

34. This action is for $50,000, and is is claimed that an 
examination made by ‘‘an expert pleuroscopic examiner’’ 
caused a burn. It transpires that the operator in this case 
used every known appliance to prevent and avoid this very i} 
thing, and if any burn occurred it was certainly no fault q 
of his. 

35. The doctor in this case was called to treat a lacerated i 
wound about the right elbow joint, and numerous contusions | 
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of the body, the patient having been knocked down in the 
street by a wagon. The doctor told her to call him or her own 
family physician the following day. He never saw the patient 
afterwards, and the threat of a suit seems to have ended there, 
as this patient has done nothing since February of last year. 


36. Your counsel has been called in this case to assist the 
attorneys for one of the insurance companies. The patient 
was taken to one of the hospitals in Brooklyn, and it is claimed 
that while the defendant was giving an anaesthetic a drop of 
the anaesthetic was allowed to fall into the patient’s eye, and 
that he received an injury to the eye. This case is at issue, 
but has not yet been tried. Just what part your counsel is ex- 
pected to take in this case he has not yet been advised either 


by the lawyer for the insurance company or by the doctor 
himself. 


37. In this action the patient claims that he fell and broke 
the scapula, and that he was then taken to a hospital and put 
in one of the public wards, and that then the defendant took 
charge of the patient and undertook to set his shoulder, but 
that in doing so he put on such a heavy plaster cast that the 
patient claims that his shoulder was injured by pressure on 
certain nerves, muscles and other portions of the plaintiff’s 
shoulder. This case is in charge of a local attorney, and your 
counsel has been asked to take part in the defence of the case 
when tried. Application for defence has been made in the 
regular way. 

38. It is claimed in this case that the doctor was con- 
sulted by a young woman who was suffering from certain dis- 

orders and feeling symptoms of pregnancy. She claims that 
the doctor called on her from time to time, and finally changed 
his opinion of the condition and prescribed different medicines, 

and that the medicines prescribed made her ill. She claims 
that the doctor made use of crude and unsanitary means in 
making his diagnosis, and as a result she was caused to give 
premature birth to a child. 

39. This action is one for failure to properly adjust a frac- 
ture of the radius, which the plaintiff claims occurred about 
two and one-half inches above the wrist joint. It is claimed 
that the defendant failed and neglected to reduce the fracture 
or to put the fractured bones in place, and that by reason of his 
negligence and improper treatment the plaintiff’s arm failed to 
heal, and that the healing process was hindered so that he was 
unable for an unnecessarily long time to perform his ordinary: 
labor and service. He also sues for unnecessary added expendi- 
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ture of money in attempting to be cured of the result of the 
doctor’s neglect. 


40. This action first appeared in a letter addressed to the 
editor of the State Journal. No action has been brought, but 
apparently the case is one involving a fracture of the femur. 
The ordinary, proper and approved splintage was applied, 
followed by a plaster cast with weight and extensions. This 
letter to the editor was the result of a letter received by the 
doctor from a lawyer, but as nothing has been heard of the 


ease since last August, it is fair to assume that the enthusiasm 
of the patient to collect has waned. 


41. This case is one involving confinement. The plaintiff 


claims that there was unnecessary injury following the delivery | 
of the child. 


42. In this case it is claimed that the doctor, incident to 
an attempt to perform a curettage, perforated the uterine wall 
and the intestines. It appears that he woman afterwards was 


taken to a hospital, but died. The estate sues for $25,000 for 
the loss of her life. 


43. This case represents on action brought by a father 
of a child who was brought to one of the large hospitals, suf- 
fering with swollen glands in the neck and appeared to have 
some contagious disease. The father was told that the child 
must be taken out of the institution because of endangering 

the lives of hundreds of other children there. It transpired 
that the child was taken to a hospital for contagious diseases 
and there received antitoxin for diphtheria. The child died. 


44. In this case the doctor was sued because it is claimed 
that he was negligent in taking care of a case of appendicitis. 
The original attendant called another doctor in consultation, 
and an immediate operation was advised, and a gangrenous 
appendix was removed and drainage left in the incision. The 
patient returned home after two weeks. After the patient had 
arrived home he developed some abdominal pains, and it was 
claimed that these pains were symptoms of renal colic. A local 
attorney represents the defendant. Your counsel is only acting 
as adviser, to take any part in the case that the doctor wishes. 


45. An action was brought in April last year against this 
defendant, and a notice of appearance demanding a copy of 
the complaint was promptly served. No complaint has yet been 
received. The only information that could be secured was that 

the action had something to do with the non-union of a frac- 
tured bone. The case may or may not develop into anything. 
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No formal application for defence has yet been made by the 
doctor. 


46. This action was begun by the service of a summons 
only. Immediately after that was served, a notice of appear- 
ance was served by your counsel, and when the time to serve a 
complaint had about expired, an extension of time was given, 
but no complaint has ever been served and the time has passed 
to serve one. No proceeding will be taken to dismiss this action 


for the present, and the case cannot very well now be dis- 
cussed. 


47. In this action your counsel is expected to take an 
active part in the trial, but is not the attorney of record. The 
action was begun in one county and will end in another. A 
local attorney who has charge of the suit is looking after the 
details of the case, which involves an operation for fistula, 
which it is claimed was improperly done. 

b 48. The plaintiff in this action charges that while at 
work on a scaffold in erecting a building he fell and broke and 

islocated his right foot. He claims that he employed the de- 
fendant to set and treat the bones of his foot, but that the 
defendant was negligent in that he negleced to properly sup- 
port the foot with bandanges and splints, and that by reason 
of his negligence plaintiff’s foot became inflamed and swollen, 
so much so that his health was injured and the use of his 
ankle and foot impaired. 

49. This case had its inception in the doctor’s desire to 
eollect his fee. No sooner had the doctor begun his action to 
collect the fee for $100 than a suit was threatened for malprac- 
tice. The matter was in the hands of a local attorney, but 
after long correspondence the matter was adjusted satisfacto- 
rily. | 

50. In this action plaintiff claimed that the doctor was 
careless in the delivery of a child, wherein it transpired that 
perineal tears occurred, which were promptly sewed up. This 
action was begun in one of the inferior courts, but was finally 
abandoned and discontinued. 

51. This action was begun against a physician, wherein 
it was claimed that he was negligent in that he failed to give 
antitoxin in a case where a child had had his finger injured. 
The case was on the calendar for trial, and the attorney, in 
presenting certain affidavits to the court got himself and his 
client in rather a precarious position, and had to abandon the 
ease. The action had no merit, in any event. 

52. This action had for its basis an injury to the little 
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finger of the left hand of the patient, and the claim was that 
the defendant failed to make a proper examination and failed 
to properly look after it, so that the use of the finger was lost, 
the joints about it became stiff, and that the patient has been 
permanently injured. 

o3. This case was an especially interesting one, in that 
your counsel was not called into the case until almost over 
night, and went to act as adviser and counsel in the case. 
Upon arrival at the scene of trial, the attorney for the de- 
fendant, who was also the attorney for an insurance company, 
requested that your counsel take charge of the case on the eve © 
of trial. The exhibit in the case was rather unfortunate, but 1 
the case was tried and won. 

54. In this case it was claimed that the defendant did not | 
properly take care of a new-born infant in respect to the admin- q 
istration of prophylactic measures applied to the eyes. As a 
matter of fact, prophylactic measures were used, but in spite 
of their use the child lost its sight by reason of infection. 

55. This case was one of special interest, because it pre- 
sented some very novel and, very interesting scientific facts. i 
The patient in the case first complained of a pain in his back, i 
subsequently developed a large abscess, which connected with } 
the tubercular condition of the spine, and incident to the drain- 
ing of this large abscess the plaintiff contended that there had | 
been left in the abscess rubber tubes. Sinuses formed around t 
this large abscess, and in one of these sinuses a rubber tube was q 
found by the defendant and removed. The question presented q 
is one as to whether or not the patient was actually injured at 


all, or, on the contrary, benefitted by the presence of these 
tubes.

genous plants. It is certain that the persevering and careful 
study that the adherents of this school hav emade of the action 
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of several American plants has been very profitable to medicine 
in general. The regular profession never hesitates to make use 
of the truly useful among those discovered, whoever be the 
authors, but the system is very justly repudiated by the medical 
profession, because it is based upon a dogma. Many plants of 
which the Eclecties alone first availed themselves have ended 
by becoming the common property of the entire medical pro- 
fession ; every practitioner has, and ought to have, the inalien- 
able right of employing every therapeutical agent, provided it 
be not a patented or secret preparation, which he considers use- | 
ful to his patient, whether the pharmacopoecia has adopted it 
or not. But from the moment that a preparation is presented 
under the character of a special remedy, when its formula is 
unknown and kept secret, in such a manner that its preparation 
is monopolized by a particular firm or its composition can not 
be controlled by every pharmacist or physician, it should be 
proscribed. But such is not the case with the Electic prepara- | 
tions. Although I, like the majority of pharmacists and phys- | 
iclans, am not in accord with the Eclectics, from the standpoint 
of their theories, I must recognize the fact that they do not 
surround themselves with mystery ; like the homoeopaths, they 
have their pharmacopoeia, represented by the following work: 
The American Dispensatory, by John King, M. D., 8th edition, 
Cincinnati, 1878.
